CHAP.  68. 


An  Act  respecting  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

[Assented  to  4th  Marché  1954*] 

WHEREAS  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  by 
its  petition  prayed  for  the  passing  of  an  Act  authorizing 
it  to  construct  a  certain  line  of  railway,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition: 
Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Canadian   Pacific   Railway   Company,    hereinafter  May 
called  ''the  Company^',  may  within  two  years  after  the  pass-  Hne^or^ 
ing  of  this  Act  commence  to  construct  a  line  of  railway  from  railway, 
a  point  on  the  Ontario  and  Quebec  Railway,  being  a  part 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  system  at  or  near  Havelock, 
Ontario,  thence  northerly  a  distance  of  approximately 
fifteen  miles  to  a  point  at  or  near  Nephton,  Ontario;  and 
may  within  five  years  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  complete 
the  said  line  of  railway  and  if  within  the  said  periods  res- 
pectively the  said  line  of  railway  is  not  commenced  or  is 
not  completed  and  put  in  operation,  the  powers  of  construc- 
tion, hereby  conferred  upon  the  Company  shall  cease  and 
be  null  and  void  as  respects  so  much  of  the  said  line  of 
railway  as  shall  then  remain  uncompleted.

An  Act  to  incorporate  Baloise  Fire  Insurance  Company 

of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  27ih  May  y  1954.] 

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition  : 
Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Arthur  Hamilton  Johnstone,   insurance  executive,  incorpora- 
George  Muir,  industrialist,  and  William  Edward  Smith, 
chartered  accountant,  all  of  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the 
province  of  Quebec,  together  with  such  persons  as  become 
shareholders  in  the  Company,  are  incorporated  under  the 

name  of  ^'Baloise  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Canada' \ 

and  in  French,   "La   Baloise,    Compagnie   d'Assurance  Corporate 

contre  l'Incendie  au  Canada",   hereinafter   called  '^the 

Company". 

2.  The  persons  named  in  section  1  shall  be  the  provisional  Provisional 
directors  of  the  Company.  directors. 

3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  one  Capital 
million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each. 

4.  The  amount  to  be  subscribed  before  the  general  Subscription 
meeting  is  called  for  the  election  of  directors  shall  be  five  ^eetfar""^^^ 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

5»  The  head  office  of  the  Company  shall  be  in  the  city  Head  office, 
of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec.

T.  (1)  The  Company  shall  not  commence  any  business 
of  insurance  until  at  least  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
its  capital  stock  has  been  bona  fide  subscribed  and  at  least 
that  amount  paid  thereon.  It  may  then  transact  the 
business  of  fire  insurance,  accident  insurance,  automobile 
insurance,  guarantee  insurance,  inland  transportation  in- 
surance, personal  property  insurance,  theft  insurance,  and, 
in  addition  thereto,  civil  commotion  insurance,  earthquake 
insurance,  limited  or  inherent  explosion  insurance,  falling 
aircraft  insurance,  impact  by  vehicles  insurance,  limited 
hail  insurance,  sprinkler  leakage  insurance,  water  damage 
insurance,  weather  insurance  and  windstorm  insurance, 
limited  to  the  insurance  of  the  same  property  as  is  insured 
under  a  policy  of  fire  insurance  of  the  Company. 

(2)  The  Company  shall  not  commence  any  of  the  other 
classes  of  business  authorized  by  section  6  of  this  Act 
until  the  paid  capital,  or  the  paid  capital  together  with  the

surplus,  has  been  increased  by  an  amount  or  amounts 
depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  additional  class  or  classes 
of  business  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — for  aircraft  insurance, 
the  said  increase  shall  not  be  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars; 
for  boiler  insurance,  excluding  machinery,  not  less  than 
forty  thousand  dollars;  for  credit  insurance  not  less  than 
forty  thousand  dollars;  for  earthquake  insurance,  not  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  explosion  insurance,  not  less 
than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for  falling  aircraft  insurance, 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  forgery  insurance, 
not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for  hail  insurance,  not 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars;  for  impact  by  vehicles  in- 
surance, not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  live  stock 
insurance,  not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars  ;  for  machinery 
insurance,  not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for  marine 
insurance,  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
for  plate  glass  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand 
dollars;  for  real  property  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ;  for  sickness  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty 
thousand  dollars;  for  sprinkler  leakage  insurance,  not  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  water  damage  insurance,  not 
less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  weather  insurance, 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  windstorm  in- 
surance, not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

(3)  The  Company  shall,  during  the  five  years  next  after  Periodic 
the  date  of  its  being  registered  for  the  transaction  of  fire  palïcapitai 
insurance,  increase  its  paid  capital  and  surplus  so  that  at  the  and  surplus, 
end  of  the  first  year  it  will  be  at  least  fifteen  thousand  dollars 

more  than  is  required  under  the  foregoing  subsections  of  this 
section,  and  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  at  least  thirty 
thousand  dollars  more  than  so  required,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  third  year  at  least  forty-five  thousand  dollars  more 
than  so  required,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  at  least 
sixty  thousand  dollars  more  than  so  required,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  fifth  year  at  least  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
more  than  so  required. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  when 

in  this  section  the  Company  may  transact  all  or  any  of  the  ^ay  transact 
classes  of  insurance  business  authorized  by  section  6  of  this  anyoraii 
Act  when  the  paid  capital  amounts  to  at  least  five  hundred  ^ItSce 
thousand  dollars  and  the  paid  capital  together  with  the  business, 
surplus  amounts  to  at  least  one  million  dollars. 

(5)  In  this  section  the  word  ''surplus'^  means  the  excess  -surplus' 
of  assets  over  liabilities,  including  the  amount  paid  on  defined, 
account  of  capital  stock  and  the  reserve  of  unearned  prem- 
iums calculated  pro  rata  for  the  unexpired  term  of  all 
poUcies  of  the  Company  in  force. 

8.  (1)  The  Company  may  acquire  by  agreement  to  insure  Acquisition  of 
or  otherwise  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  rights  and  property  "roplrfy.^and 
within  Canada,  and  may  assume  the  obligations  and  assumption  of

liabilities  within  Canada  of  ^^Baloise  Fire  Insurance 
Company  Limited",  having  its  head  office  at  No.  46  Elisa- 
bethenstrasse,  Basle,  Switzerland,  hereinafter  called  '*La 
Baloise",  and  in  the  event  of  such  acquisition  and  assump- 
tion the  Company  shall  perform  and  discharge  all  such 
duties,  obligations  and  liabilities  of  La  Baloise  in  respect 
to  the  rights  and  property  acquired  as  are  not  performed 
and  discharged  by  La  Baloise. 

(2)  No  agreement  between  the  Company  and  La  Baloise 
providing  for  such  acquisition  and  assumption  shall  become 
effective  until  it  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Treasury  Board  of  Canada.

Company. 

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1954-] 

WHEREAS  Commerce  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Preamble, 
a  corporation  incorporated  by  chapter  90  of  the  i927,  c.  90. 
statutes  of  1927,  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  it  be 
enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to 
grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition:  Therefore  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  The  name  of  "Commerce  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Name 
Company",  and  in  French  ''La  Compagnie  d'Assurance  ^^^"s®^- 
Mutuelle  du  Commerce  contre  lTncendie'^  hereinafter 
called  ''the  Company",  is  hereby  changed  to  "The  Commerce

WHEREAS  The  Associated  Canadian  Travellers  has  by  Preamble, 
its  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set       ®'  ^• 
forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition  : 
Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

!•  Section  4  of  An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Associated 
Canadian  Travellers,  being  chapter  60  of  the  statutes  of 
1939,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

''4.  Any  male  person  over  the  full  age  of  eighteen  years  Quaiifi- 
may,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  duly  enacted  by-laws  of  membership, 
the  Association  from  time  to  time  in  effect,  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  provided  that  the  Association  shall,

[Assented  to  J^th  March,  1954-] 


WHEREAS  Brazilian  Telephone  Company  was  incor-  Preamble, 
porated  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  4th  day  of  5923;  ciio?! 
February,  1914,  under  the  name  of  Interurban  Company, 
Limited;  And  whereas  the  name  of  the  Company  was 
changed  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Sao  Paulo  Telephone  Com- 
pany by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  chapter  139 
of  the  statutes  of  1914,  and  to  Brazilian  Telephone  Company 
by  an  Act  of  the  Parhament  of  Canada,  chapter  107  of  the 
statutes  of  1923;  And  whereas  Supplementary  Letters 
Patent  were  issued  to  the  Company  on  the  2nd  day  of 
September,  1952;  And  whereas  the  Company  desires 
authority  to  transfer  its  head  office  to  the  United  States  of 
Brazil,  where  all  its  assets  are  located,  in  order  that  the 
Company  may  make  application,  pursuant  to  the  corpor- 
ation law  of  the  United  States  of  Brazil,  for  a  decree  by  which 
the  Company  will  adopt  Brazilian  nationality  and  become 
subject  to  the  corporation  law  of  the  United  States  of 
Brazil:  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 


1.  Subject  to  the  laws  in  force  in  the  United  States  of  Head  office 
Brazil  and  with  such  legislative,  governmental,  municipal  ^ansfen-ed. 
or  other  authority,  concession,  license  or  consent  as  is 
necessary,  the  Company  may  transfer  its  head  office  from 
the  city  of  Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  to 
a  place  in  the  United  States  of  Brazil,  if  the  Company  is 
authorized  to  do  so,  by  by-law  sanctioned  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  its  shareholders  at  a  special  general  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose. 


2.  Upon  the  date  of  a  decree  granting  Brazilian  nation-  issue  of 
ality  issued  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  Article  71  of  ^^cree.

An  Act  respecting  Eastern  Telephone  and  Telegraph 

Company. 

[Assented  to  27th  May,  1954.] 

WHEREAS  Eastern  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Preamble, 
hereinafter  called  "the  Company'^  was  duly  incorpor-  H^a-^iJcSd. 
ated  by  chapter  76  of  the  statutes  of  1917  with  an  authorized 
capital  stock  of  ten  million  dollars  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each;  whereas  by  chapter  79  in  the 
statutes  of  1930-1931  the  said  Act  of  incorporation  was 
amended  by  conferring  on  the  said  Company  the  power  to 
reduce  its  authorized  capital  stock  by  by-law  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  therein  contained;  whereas  pursuant 
to  the  said  authority  the  authorized  capital  stock  of  the 
Company  was  reduced  to  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  by  by-law 
No.  2  of  the  by-laws  of  your  petitioner  duly  enacted  on  the 
1st  day  of  September,  1931,  and  sanctioned  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  all  the  shareholders  of  your  petitioner  cast  at 
a  special  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  your  peti- 
tioner duly  called  for  considering  the  same,  and  held  on  the 
1st  day  of  September,  1931,  and  confirmed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  Canada  on  the  16th  day  of  December,  1931; 
whereas  the  Company  pursuant  to  its  statutory  powers  is 
a  party  to  a  contract  executed  on  the  27th  day  of  November, 
1953,  with  Canadian  Overseas  Telecommunication  Corpor- 
ation, American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and 
the  Postmaster-General  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  a  transatlantic  telephone  cable  system  for  service 
between  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom  and  between  the 
United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom,  the  execution  of 
which  contract  by  Canadian  Overseas  Telecommunication 
Corporation  was  approved  on  November  26, 1953,  by  order 
of  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  which  contract  will  require 
the  Company  to  make  substantial  investments  and  expendi- 
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tures  for  the  construction,  ownership  and  maintenance  of 
portions  of  the  cable  system  within  Canada;  and  whereas 
the  Company  has  presented  a  petition  praying  that  the  said 
incorporating  Act  and  the  said  amending  Act  be  further 
amended  to  authorize  the  Company  to  increase  its  capital 
stock  and  to  be  further  empowered  as  hereinafter  set  forth 
and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition: 
Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1 .  Notwithstanding  anything  in  chapter  76  of  the  statutes 
of  1917  and  chapter  79  of  the  statutes  of  1930-31,  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  Eastern  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
shall  be  five  million  dollars  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  which  may  be  issued  in  whole  or  in  part  in 
such  manner  as  the  directors  determine  :  Provided  that  the 
Company  shall  not  make  any  public  issue  or  sale  of  its  capital 
stock  or  any  part  thereof  without  first  obtaining  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada 
of  the  amount,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  public  issue  or 
sale. 

2.  Section  5  of  chapter  76  of  the  statutes  of  1917  is  hereby 
repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"5.  (1)  The  number  of  the  directors  shall  be  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  nine,  one  or  more  of  whom  may 
be  paid  directors.

1951,  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as 
hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  petition:  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  :— 

1.  Section  3  of  An  Act  to  incorporate  Trans-Canada  Repeal. 
Pipe  Lines  Limited,  chapter  92  of  the  statutes  of  1951, 
is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor  : 

^'3.  (1)  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  consist  Capital 

q£  stock. 

(a)  ten  million  common  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one 

dollar  per  share,  and 
(h)  one  milhon  preferred  shares  of  the  par  value  of 

fifty  dollars  per  share. 
(2)  The  Company  may  by  by-law 

(a)  provide  for  the  creation  of  classes  of  preferred  shares  Preferred 
with  such  preferences,  privileges  or  other  special  cogitions 
rights,  restrictions,  conditions  or  limitations  whether

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An  Act  respecting  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  for  Canada. 

[Assented  to  27th  May,  1954.] 

WHEREAS  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  for  Canada,  Preamble, 
a  bcdy  politic  and  corporate  incorporated  by  Royal 
Charter,  dated  the  28th  day  of  December,  1897,  has  by 
its  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition  : 
Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 


1.  (1)  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  for  Canada,  created  by  Incorpora- 
Royal  Charter,  dated  the  28th  day  of  December,  1897, 
as  amended  by  supplementary  charters,  dated  July  22nd, 
1911,  April  24th,  1923,  July  25th,  1929  and  July  22nd, 
1936,  and  Order  in  Council  P.C.  106  of  January  3rd, 
1947,  has  existed  since  the  said  28th  day  of  December,  1897, 
and  shall  continue  to  exist  as  a  corporation  with  the  objects, 
powers,  attributes  and  privileges  herein  contained. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  the  said  Royal  Charter  and  of  the  Revocation, 
said  supplementary  charters  and  Order  in  Council  are 
hereby  revoked,  but  such  revocation  shall  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  corporate  existence  of  the  Order,  and  the  Order 
shall  continue  to  be  the  same  corporation  as  that  constituted 
by  the  said  Royal  Charter,  and  the  rights  and  liabilities  of 
the  Order  except  as  modified  by  this  Act,  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  said  revocation,  and  the  Order  shall  be  the 
owner  of  and  shall  continue  to  be  entitled  to  its  property 
and  assets  and  to  be  subject  to  its  undertakings  and 
Habilities. 


2.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  Victorian  Name. 
Order  of  Nurses  for  Canada,  herein  referred  to  as  ^^the 
Order'\ 
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3.  The  head  office  of  the  Order  shall  be  at  the  city  of 
Ottawa  in  the  province  of  Ontario. 

4.  The  Order  may: 

(a)  hold  real  and  personal  estate  and  receive  grants 
and  devises  of  the  same:  Provided  that  the  annual 
value  of  the  real  estate  so  held,  granted  or  devised 
shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  one  himdred  thousand 
dollars  per  annum; 

(b)  appoint  honorary,  general  and  district  officers, 
define  their  duties  and  fix  the  amount  of  their  com- 
pensation ; 

(c)  provide  for  the  constitution  and  define  the  powers 
of  branches  or  associations  of  the  Order  in  or  within 
any  province  of  or  other  area  within  Canada  ;  and 

(d)  from  time  to  time  make  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws for  the  governing  of  the  Order  and  the  management 
of  its  affairs. 

5.  The  Order  may: 

(a)  establish,  maintain  and  carry  on  a  visiting  nursing 
service  in  Canada,  and  to  that  end  engage  and  direct 
the  activities  of  nurses  and  undertake  the  care  of 
the  sick  in  their  homes;  demonstrate  nursing  methods, 
and  aid  in  the  prevention  of  disease  and  the  maintenance 
of  health  ; 

(h )  assist  in  training  nurses  in  public  health  nursing; 

(c)  estabHsh,  maintain  and  elevate  standards  of  nursing 
service  ; 

(d)  promote  the  formation  of  provincial,  local  and 
other  corporations  or  organizations  having  the  same 
or  similar  names  and  objects; 

(e)  create  branches  of  the  Order  and  authorize  other  cor- 
porations or  organizations  to  operate  as  branches  of  the 
Order  and  withdraw  such  authority; 

(f)  select  and  appropriate  such  uniforms,  badges  and 
emblems  as  it  may  see  fit  and  as  are  not  in  use  by 
other  bodies  and  to  determine  by  whom  and  how  the 
same  may  be  used. 

O.  The  Order  shall  have  the  following  members: 

(a)  life  members  who  are  elected  by  the  Board  of 

Governors  ; 

(h)  members  who  are  members  of  provincial  or  local 
boards  or  committees  of  the  Order  or  members  of 
boards  or  committees  named  by  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors ; 

(c)  supporting  members,  being  persons  who  subscribe 
to  the  funds  of  the  Order  and  are  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  at  each  general  meeting; 
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(d)  such  other  members  as  may  from  thne  to  time  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

T.  A  grand  president  of  the  Order  and  a  patron  may  be  Grand 
appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  and^pa\rln, 

8.  The  general  control  of  the  Order  shall  be  vested  Board  of 
in  a  Board  of  Governors  constituted  as  follows  :  Governors. 

(a)  (i)  each  branch,  as  defined  by  by-law,  shall  elect 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Order  at  least 
one  governor  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  by-law 
and  each  branch  shaU  elect  an  additional  governor 
for  every  twenty  full-time  nurses  employed; 
(ii)  the  first  election  shall  be  completed  during  the 
month  of  January  following  the  coming  into 
force  of  this  Act  and  succeeding  elections  shall 
be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of 
the  Order.
